AGHOR is under the exclusive management of Vice-Minister Petrusewicz and the 
PFRe AGMOR in France was represented until the sumer of 1947 by Skoceylas 
(this name is an alias), who at the same time was in charge of all water 
and land transportation for UNRRA and represented the Polish nationslized 
transportation enterprise “Hartwig.” When Skoceylas left, the comercial 
attache at the Paris Polish Imbessy, Maksymowlos, temporarily took charge 
with offices in the PKO Building, Rue Taitbout. The present representative 
is unknown, In any cese, personnel in all transportation and liaison work 
was to be replaced by loyal, indoctrinated enployees who would handle other 
duties as well, In Eygland, AGMOR is located at 14 Whitcomb Street, London 
We 2, telephone ROD 2067. 
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For the past year, "orew delegates” oie on Polish ships have been politically 
indoctrinated. They are exponents PFR and the UB andare charged with 
oerrying propaganda pamphlets. During the French strikes in Nowenber 1947, 
Comhunist propaganda was shipped to the Pas de Calais and the north of Frense 
from Antwerp because there was no direst sea commmication between Poland and 
France,

Sovist control of Polish ports is becoming tighter. Up until now, the main 
controlling agente of movanent in Polish territorial waters have been Soviet 
speedboats based in Gdynia, Ustka, Kolobrzeg and Swinoujscie, At present 

this control has been expanded to include Bornholm. Air bases for contro] 

are now being prepared alorg this lins, with the main air base at Ruegen. 

Mine fields have not been cleared but passages, marked by buoys, ere swept. 

There are also passages known only to the Soviet fleet and used by it exclusively. 


Tho amall speedboat base at Spiecsow at tho mouth of the Vistula, which was 
&bandoned in 1946, has been reactivated and is also being used by Soviet ia- 
fantry who patrol the coast. For this Fe" pose sone houses were evacuated

Usedon is no longer in Polish hands, It is now a Soviet fleet base, 


Okeywie is now in Polish hands and is used by the Polish navy, except for 
the torpedo launching sites, 2 km in length, built by the Gormans for 
experimental purposes on the moles between Okeywie end Radiow (in the 
direoction of Puck)» 


The Soviets have mainly mine layers, mine sweepers, speedboats and flying- 
boatse Those unite are not concentrated at one base. They are moving con= 
stantly and change their basos oftene 

Coal, coment and, lately, half-fabricated metal equipment, rails and steel 


plate are loaded in Gdansic and Bdynia for Soviet ports. Carroes of this 
kind aro increasings Stettin (Szozecin) is now active, coal being the main
